pasture  in  the  western  national  forests^  I'hese  sheep  I’or  the  most  pax'’^ 
are  wintered  on  the  seml-^sTid  pastures  and  deserts  adjoining  the  forests- 
The  deserts  cannot  be  used  in  summer  because  of  the  s.bsence  of  water  for 
the  stock  but  in  winter,  snow  water  is  available  and  the  sheep  browse  on 
the  dry  salt  sage  and  other  palatable  desert  plants  which  grei^  up  and 

cured  dui’ing  the  previous  £ro\¥ing  seasono 

With  the  arrival  of  ^^arm  spring  ’weather  the  desert  water 

holes  begin  to  dry  up^  ^he  sheep  men  then  turn  their  faces  tovfard.  the 
mountains  and  the  great  spr?uig  drive  of  the  v^oolies  is  on.  E^rroute  - the 
sheep  are  driven  to  the  shearing  pens  where  they  ai’e  sheared  of  .their 
heavy  winter  fleeces  and  at  aDout  this  time  the  lambs  &ro  horri.  As  soon 
as  the  wobbly  little  lambs  are  able  to  tra%"el  along  with  their  mothers 
the  journey  toward  the  forest  pastures  is  resumedo  At  the  national 
forest  boundaries  they  are  met  by  the  Rangers  who  count  tJism  into  the 
forests  and  give  the  herders  instructions  as  to  where  to  graze  their 
sheepo.
